WASHINGTON, D. C., March . — The 
wrecking crews of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Rallroad, at 10 o'clock to-night, had not suc- 
ceeded in recovering the body of Gen. J. 
8. Fullerton, of St. Louis, supposed to have 
been lost in the wreck of the B. & O. 
express to-day. 

This morning at Oakland, Md., nearly 200 
miles from W iu gion, the B. & O. St. 
Louls express deralled and five cars, 
tn oludi ö us, were thrown from

of the Youghic River, and one Pull- 
man rolled ii the river. Nine passengers 
were seriously injured, and Gen. J. . Ful- 
Jerton, capitalist of St. Louis, who was in 
the Pullman which was thrown in the river. 
has not been seen since. The railway of- 
ficials believe that he was caught in the car 
and drowned. The Pullman turned over as 
it went down, 

Among the injured were two Kansas poll 
ticians, Charles B. Martin, of Salina, and 
J. F. Richards, of Fort Soott, who were 
hastening to Washington to take part in the 
contest for patronage in the State. Martin 
had his arm injured and Richards’ neck and 
back were bruised. The accident is sup-

A thorough search 
has been made for his body, but nothing 
has been found except his clothing, which 
remained in the wrecked car, and it is al- 
most certain that his corpse is in the shal- 
low water under the debris and cannot be 
recovered until the car is removed.

States Army during the late civil war and 
was a member of the Chickamauga Park 
Commission, 

The wounded were brought to this city 
at noon to-day, and all are resting com- 
fortably in the Western Maryland Hospital 
and at the Queen City Hotel.

IRISHMEN AMUSED. 


They Laugh at the Talk of a Raid at 
the Dublin Celebration

NEW YORK, March 2.—Irishmen in this 
city are much amused by the news from 
Dublin that the police of that city fear a 
raid by Irish-Americans. The Dublinites will 
celebrate the centenary of the Irish Rev- 
olution, which began in 1789, and cost the 
lives of 150,000 Irishmen and 20,000 English- 
men before it was suppressed in the year 
following.

sold at public auction. This morning Hugh 
C. Brady, Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, 
went to Justice Wall’s Court and wrote 
across the back of the complaint against 
Dodds the words: “Dismissed by order of 
the Prosecuting Attorney.” 

When questioned as to his reasons for dis- 
missing the case Prosecutor Lowe said that 
the warrant had been issued without the 
authority of the Prosecuting Attorney. 

Lowe has thus shown his hand, and un- 
less Governor Stephens or the Attorney 
General takes an interest, the corporation 
will be permitted to proceed without 
molestation, 

Julian has found a host of supporters in 
this mave of his, but to read a local press 
one would believe that he had been guilty 
of high-handed tyranny. 

If Gov. Stephens decides to provide State 
funds for prosecution, Julian will not only 
make a test with the telephone company, 
but will also move against the Metropolitan 
Street Railway, the octopus which controls 
practically all of the street railways in 
Kansas City. 

The Metropolitan is backed by an English 
goldbug syndicate. Recently the Metropolli- 
tan, under the guise of the West Side Street 
Railway Co., of which Arthur Stillwell, 
President of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
Trust Co., and J. McD. Trimble, sound 
money candidate for Governor of Missouri 
in the last campaign, are prominent repre- 
sentatives, crowded through a franchise for 
a new line on the West Side. While the 
claim is made that everything was regular, 
the Julian law was entirely ignored and the 
franchise was not disposed of at public 
auction to the highest bidder. There was 
only one bidder and it was worked quietly 
in the Council. 

Stillwell is the Pittsburg & Gulf promoter 
who took occasion to roast the laboring 
man during certain sound money speeches 
last fall. Trimble’s sound money record is 
well known. 

Chief Julian told the Post-Dispatch rep- 
resentative that if the Governor, the Attor- 
ney-General or Prosecuting Attorney Lowe 
will back him up and prosecute, he (Julian) 
will order the arrest of the men who began 
the work of constructing the new West Side 
line to-day. This intention of Julian’s has 
not yet reached the ears of the local press. 
The West Side line has the friendship of 
Lowe and nothing can be expected from that 
quarter. 

Gregory, one of two new members of the 
Police Board, is a brother-in-law of Con- 
way F. Holmes, the General Superintendent 
of the Metropolitan system. Gregory is 
known to oppose Julian’s remaining in of- 
fice, hence he will do all he can to keep 
Julian from enforcing State laws through 
the Police Department.

PADUCAH, Ky., March %.—One foot 
more of water will entail a temporary sus- 
Pension of business all over Paducah, and 
two more feet untold suffering throughout 
the city. The river to-day rose two-tenths 
of an inch and 16 still rising. 

To-morrow the big rises from the Tennes- 
mee and Cumberland are expected, and the 
oldest river men say that two or three feet 
more are certain. The river is now higher 
than it has been in twelve years, and the 
east and west extremities of a dosen streets 
are to-night passable only in boats, while 


many of the business houses down about 
the Marine Ways are in two feet of water. 
A foot of water covers the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louls tracks in the city 
between Sixth and Eighth streets, and Sixth 
street, for two blocks, is under a foot. The 
Paducah Street Railway to-dey was com- 
pelled to build elevated tracks on South 
Third street, and a large bateau leads into 


the St. Nicholas Hotel. 

The “Tenderloin” district 6 temporarily 
abandoned, though the water is in a few feet 
of the houses. To-day several hundred hogs- 
heats of tobacco were removed from the 
Western District Warehouse,the cellar being 
full, and the water is now up to the floor. 
About 200 pupils are cut off from school, and 
with one more foot of water the schools will 


necessarily close. 

The worst thing to be feared just now is 
a storm, which would do incalculable dam- 
age, as in 1884. At present the suffering is 
confined chiefly to the poorer classes, who 
lived in the lower lands. The authorities

SIOUX CITY, Io., March 2.—Dispatches 
from South Dakota, Iowa and Nebraska 
ports tell of serious floods, with indications 
hat the trouble has only begun. The big 
Sioux has risen twelve feet in thirty-six 
hours at Westfield, and is still going up. 
The big bridge between Calliope: and Ha- 
warden has gone out and several others are 
momentarily expected to go. At Akron the 
river is thgee miles wide, At Rock Rapids 
the Rock River is within three feet of 
the high water mark of the great flood of 
1881, and is still going up. Seventy feet of 
the steel railway bridge has gone out. 
Warm weather and rain are rapidly melting 
the tremendous piles of snow in South 
Dakota and swelling all the streams. 

The Missouri is still solid between Pierre 
and Sioux City, according to the latest re- 
ports, but from four to six feet of water 
covers the ice. At Yankton ‘thirty square 
miles of bottom land is under water, and 
all railroad Mnes are tied up. The Great 
Northern lost a bridge over the Vermillion 
at Viborg and a freight on the Milwaukee 
ran into a pile bridge near Parkston and 
was wrecked. At Vermillion all the resi- 
dents on the low lands have abandoned 
their homes and taken to the hills.

After completing the course of the Chilll- 
cothe Academy, young Fullerton, at the age

A PLAN TO CONTROL THE WATER. 
Wars OF TWO STATES. 


ITS WORTH TWENTY MILLIONS. 


It May Cost $150,000 to Fix the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature at 
Harrisburg. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 20.—A bill to give a 
corporation said to be backed by Vice-Pres- 
ident Hobart and Senator Quay almost com- 
plete control of the Upper Delaware River 
has passed one House of the New Jersey 
Legislature. A similar measure will be in- 
troduced in Pennsylvania. It will give a 
private corporation, made up of public of- 
ficials, the ownership of water supplies 
which are considered the most available 
for the greatest cities of New oYrk and 
Pennsylvania. It is a conspiracy to wrest 
from the people of New eJrsey franchises 
worth $20,000,000, without giving a penny in 
return. Dave Martin, Philadelphia’s polit- 
ical boss, says that it would cost $150,000 to 
put the bill through at Harrisburg, and de- 
manded $10,000 immediately, which, it is said 
he received. 

Ostensibly the bill provides for the dam- 
ming of the Delaware River for water pow- 
er purposes. It affects all the waterways 
in New Jersey. 

If the conspiracy is successful the com- 
bine will claim that it controls the water 
of the Delaware, and that neither New 
York nor Brooklyn can tap the river at 
Port Jarvis. 

Philadelphia is in a worse predicament 
than New York or Brooklyn. It has been 
about decided to tap the Delaware above 
Trenton. But if the conspiracy is success- 
ful Philadelphia will have to buy water 
from the combine, There is no escape from 
it. The combine would own everything. 

On one side of the Delaware is Vice- 
President Hobart, associated with Senator 
Sewell, the supreme boss of the State. On 
the other side is Boss Quay. 

A vigorous effort is being made to kill 
the bill, but the influence of Vice-Presi- 
dent Hobart is almost invincible in New 


Jersey. 


FALL RIVER LOSSES. 


Great Encroachments Made by South. 
ern Mills Becoming Serious to 
Employers and Employes. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., March 20.—The agi- 
tation over the proposed reduction in hours 
of labor for mill employes is very strong 
here at present, both for and agains; the 
movement. A statement of Secretary How- 
ard of the Spinners’ Union that the competi- 
tion of the Southern manufacturers would 
not be enhanced by the adoption of shorter 
hours in thie section is met by a declara- 
tion by one of the most prominent manu- 
‘facturers that in spite of the strong efforts 
made in New England to improve condi- 
tions by a reduction of stock, the curtailed 
production has been more than made up by 
the new mills and increased production of 
the South. It is pointed out that In a period 
of about three and a half years the mills 

of Fall River have been closed about six 
months on an average. 

Taking the pay rolle of the mills stopped 

for this period, a loss on wages of some- 
thing lke $4,160,000 is shown. Losses to the 
mills by fixed expenses, whether milis run 
er stop, would be something like $3,000,000 
more, or a total absolute loss to the city of 
over $7,000,000. For this enormous sacrifice 
it is claimed no correspondent benefit has 
accrued, but Southern competitors have run 
full time and filled up the vacuum Northern 
manufacturers have been trying to create. 

Fall River mill owners state that it can 

be proven beyond question that the South- 
ern mills producing the same fabrics as those 
made in this city are making satisfactory 
profits at present at the market price. Their 
taxes are merely nominal; fuel in many 
cases is half the cost here; the hours of 
work range from sixty-six to seventy-twe 
hours weekly and labor will average # per 
cent less.

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THE BOHART ANTI-COERCION BILL. 


Following ts the full text of the Bohart anti-coercion bill as it passed 


* 
AN 


the House and Senate at Jefferson City, after amendment by the conference 
committee, Managers of corporations, and employers generally, will do 
well to carefully examine this measure, in order to avoid its severe pen- 
alties: 


ACT 


To amend an act entitled “An act to prevent corrupt practices in election. to limit 


the expenses of candidates, to prescribe the duties of candidates and political 
committees, and provide penalties and remedies for violation of this act,” 
approved March A. 1893, by inserting between sections 4 and 5 three new 
sections, to be known as sections 4a, 4b and 4c. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows: 


Section a. Any person entitled to vote at any election in this State shall, 


on the day of such election, be entitled to absent himself from any services or em- 
ployment in which he is then engaged or employed, for a period of four hours 
between the times of opening and closing the polls; and such voter shall not, 
because of so absenting himself. be liabe to any penalty: Provided, however, 
that his employer may specify the hours during which such employe may ab- 
sent himself as aforesaid. Any person or corporation who shall refuse to any 
employe'the privilege hereby conferred, or shall discharge or threaten to dis- 
charge any employe for absenting himself from his work for the purpose of said 
election, or shall cause any employe to suffer any penalty ‘or deduction of wages 
because of the exercise of such privilege, or who shall directly or indirectly vio- 
late the provisions of this section, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof be fined in any sum not exceeding five hundred dol- 
lars. 


Section 4b. It shall not be lawful for any corporation organized and doing

business under and by virtue of the laws ot this State, to directly or indirectly, 
by or through any of its officers or agents, or by or through any person or per- 
sons for them, influence or attempt to influence the result of any election to be 
held in this State, or procure or endeavor to procure the election of any person 
to a public office by the use of money balohging to such corporation, or by sub- 
scribing any money to any campaign fund of any party or person, by discharg- 
ing or threatening to discharge any employe of such corporation for reason of 
the political opinions of such employe, or to use or offer to use any power, effort 
influence or other means whatsoever, to induce or persuade any employe or 
other person entitled to register before or vote at any election, to vote or re- 
frain from voting for any candidate, or any question to be determined or at 
Any violation of the provisions of this section, by a cor- 
poration, shall be deemed and held as a forfeiture of its charter of franchise, 
as granted or derived from the State, as for willful misuses thereof, and such 
corporation shall be enjoined from transacting any business in this State; and 
such forfeiture or injunction may be adjudged by any circuit 
such corporation is located, in a suit instituted for that 
purpose, in the name of the State of Missouri by the prosecuting attorney of 
any county and in the City of St. Louis by the circuit attorney or by the

a new building for this city. The bill only 
awaits Gov. Stephens’ signature to become 
a law and at the next election citizens will 
be enabled to express in a decisive manner 
their approval of the plan. 

“Judging from the expressions I have 
heard from taxpayers of all classes,“ said 
Mr. Crunden last evening. “I think the only 
danger that confronts the proposal is neg- 
lect on thé part of the voters to prepare 
their tickets properly, 80 that their votes 
will count for the proposed building instead 
of against it. I think few will deliberately 
vote against the tax, but many may forget 
to scratch the negative,’ 

Mr. Crunden was turning the leaves of a 
1 book when the reporter called upon 


“I know exactly what you want,” he 
said. But first see here, and he pointed 
to a clipping which was credited to the 
Post-Dispatch of April 2, 189. The para- 
gra h reads: 

f you live a thousand years and vote 

regularly at every election you can never 
vote for a worthier object than a free 
library for St. Louis. ‘And don’t you for- 
get it.“ A free library will be doing its 
beneficent work long after the thousand 
years have gone. It is an eternal power 
ton good.“ 5 . 
“That’s the point, exactly,” said Mr. 
Crunden—‘an eternal power for good.’ But 
what we want to do is to extend this — 
and that can best be done in a new building, 
where we will have ample room and to 
which theke will be easy access. 

“I am glad to find the press with one voice 
in favor of this plan for ae a public 
library building,” he continued. It was the 
united influence of the press that secured 
such an overwhelming majority for the free 
library four years ago.“ 

Referring to the increasing patronage Mr. 
Crunden said: 

“The card holders at present number 465,- 
000, but they are increasing at the rate of 
1.500 a month It is clear, therefore, that be- 
fore long we shall have an enrollment of 
60,000 or 75,000. f the 45,000 card holders at 
least 20,000 are under 17 years of age. The 
library, you see, is helping these thousands 
of. young persons—and the number is daly 
increasing—to supplement their education 
at a cost of about $1 a year each, and is, 
thereby, doubling the value of the public 
schoo] education they receive, which costs 
the es peng from $15 to $20 per. pupil. 

“It is a well known fact that the great 
majority of children are compelled to leave 
school at the age of 12 or 13. The library 
then enables them to go on with their edu- 
cation while earning a living. If it pays the 
city to expend over $15 a year on each of 
them up to the age of 13 (and no one ques- 
tions that it does) it must certainly be a 
good investment to devote $1 a year to en- 
abling them to go on with their education 
indefinitely.”’ 

Then the Librarian turned his attention 
to the subject of the elevators and said they 
were the main drawback to the success of 
the institution in its present location. On 
an average 2,000 persons visit the rooms each 
day, and there is much crowding in the 
confined space they are compelled to occupy 
— to reach the upper floors, as well as 

elay. 

“We need at the present time 
reading room,“ he added. “If we had one, 
it would be frequently filled with young 
people who would find in it instruction ana 
wholesome entertainment.” 

Another reason why Mr. Crunden wishes 
the books in a separate building is the dan- 

r of loss by fire. A blaze on one of the 

oors below the library would probably de. 
stroy the thousands of books that have been 
selected at the éxpense of much money and 
considerable care. * 

“A library ought to de a supremely in- 
viting place,” said he. [It should be cen- 
trally located, ina handsome building, with 
a room for the distribution of books on 
the ground floor. With the enrollment in- 
creased by 20,000 or 25,000 more readers it 
would be difficult to meet the needs of all 
in our present location and che trouble will 
be further increased by the lack of proper 
shelving accommodations. Already some 
of the departments are overcrowded and 
the library is growing at the rate of about 
10,000 volumes a year. It now has 115,000 
volumes and before a new ae ny pos- 
sibly be completed it will have 150,000. 
“Civic pride, alone, should induce our cit- 
izens not to lag behind other cities, far in- 
ferior in population and wealth. ot only 
have cities like Boston and Chicago mag- 
nificent public library buildings, but much 
smaller cities, such as Minneapolis, Mil- 
waukee, Indianapolis, Peoria, Omaha, and 
even our little neighbor across the river, 
have buildings that are entirely adequate 
to the needs of their population. Milwaukee 
is just constructing one of the handsomest 
library buildings in the country. 

“The reasons that make a public library 
building a necessity are: 

“First—Th this valuable library of 
thirty years accumulation may be saved 
from dostruction fire. 

*“Second—That t collection may con- 
tinue to grow without being thrown into 
confusion for want of proper shelving. 

‘“‘Third—That the delay and inconvenience 
of elevators may be avoided. 

“Fourth—That readers and students may 
not be crowded as they now are, and that 
they may continue to be served promptly. 

“PFifth—That St. Louis may not fall be- 
hind fifth and sixth-rate cities in a matter 
that gives the most important evidence of a 
regary, for the highes} interests of its cit-

A Relic of Barbarism Which Still Sur- 
vives—News and Gossip of 
the Metropolis.

NPW YORK, March 18.—A decision by a 
local court if sustained will be a boon to 
the thousands here and in most of the large 
cities who have mortgaged themselves to 
installment houses. It is to the effect that 
joss or damage by fire is on the seller and 
not the purchaser. 

Few vices are equal to that of purchasing 
beyond one’s ability to pay, yet the install- 
ment houses of the city are in such com- 
petition that they encourage and foster this 
vice to an unréasonable degree. Their terms 
are alluring, being almost anything the pur- 
chaser wants to make them, but the prices 


are probably 100 to 300 per cent above cash 


prices. By paying $5 down and promising 
to pay fi a week $75 worth of household 
goods can be got immediately. Those terms 
are fascinating, and when one learns that 
by paying 25 cents more weekly and a slight 
increase in cash he can increase his pur- 
chase to $100, and continue to increase pro- 
portionately, he plunges. The result is that 
—— e is out of the store he has agreed 
1 for $100 worth of furniture, and 
ven a mortgage demanding weekly 
payments for several years. He usually 
ows weary of his lo in a year, returns 
the furniture, pays a bonus to terminate 
the mortgage and loses all he has id. 
There are many thousands who keep their 
contracts inviolate, but they are usually 
the better grade of the poorer classes, who 
must have furniture. All of the houses are 
doing a big business, and any one of them 
takes from 100 to 500 rr a week. 
It must be said of the leading dealers 
hat their treatment of debtors who get be- 
ind through illness or lack of work is 
most liberal. Whether this ought’ to be 
eaid to their credit is doubtful. It serves 
to make the purchaser increase his in- 
debtedness instead of paying what he owes. 
Many a merchant has been ruined by @ 
too 2 bank cashier and installment 
houses’ liberality is equally dangerous.

Mgr. Del Val Is on His Way io Canada

LONDON, March W. — The celebration of 
the Queen's diamond jubilee rivals even 
the Eastern crisis in public attention. 
Preparations for the event are going on 
everywhere in Londop and the Queen's 
procession will be rehearsed early during 
the morning of Tuesday next. 

Sir Julian Goldsmith’s house on Piccadilly 
has been let for $10,000 for the day of the 
celebration proper—June and single 
windows along the route to be followed by 
the procession are fetching 250. The in- 
surance companies are insuring sightseers 
against loss in case of the abandonment of 
the procession, or a change of route. 
Landlords are giving teaants of houses on 
the poorer portions of the route notice to 
quit in order to get big prices for win- 
dows and the newspapers are publishing a 
Special column of advertisements of win- 
dows to let along the route. Finally, the 
fashions of 1837, the year of the “Queen's 
accession to the throne, are being 1evived. 

At a meeting. of the Parnellite members 
of Parliament on Thursday last, it was de- 
cided to request Mr. John Redmond to call 
a conference of representative Parnellites 
from all parts of Ireland to meet in Dublin 
during Easter week, for the purpose of con- 
sidering the position and prospects of the 
party. This step was rendered necessary by 
the recent attitude of Mr. Timothy Har- 
r.ngton, and it is intended to make vigorous 
efforts, both in Ireland and America, to 
strengthen the party. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin has issued -in- 
vitations to a meeting at the Mans on 
House there to float a Parnell family fund. 
Already a considerable sum has been col- 
lected for the project, and it is expected that 
it will meet with great success. It is learned 
that not only Mr. Parnell's mother, Mrs. 
Della Parnell, but his brother, Mr. John 
Parnell, are in pecuntary want, and but for 
the prompt action of Mr. Redmond and 
others they would have lost the family es- 
tate in Wicklow. 

Preparations are already on foot in Ire- 
land to celebrate the centenary of the re- 
bellion of 1798. A central committee has been 
established in Dublin, and it ig expected 
that large numbers of Irish-Americans will 
participate,

FORGOT TO PAY HIMSELF BACK. 


Claims Made That Mr. Burnham Mis- 
managed the Gale Estate and 
Reparation Is Demanded.

The estate of the late Daniel B. Gale, a 
leading St. Louls merchant, who died Sep- 
tember 23, 1874, is the subject of a suit filed 
against Cyrus B. Burnham in the C'rcuit 
Court yesterday afternoon. Burnham was 
formerly Vice-President of the Greeley- 
Burnham Grocery Co., the fallure of which 
in August, 1893, created a sensation. He 
occupies a handsome residence at 3863 West 
Pine boulevard. 

The petition charges mismanagement of 
the Gale estate by Burnham, who, with 
Charles W. Barstow, is executor and trustee 


under Daniel G. Gale’s will. The suit is a 
friendly one with reference to Barstow, 
whose wife, Mrs. Ella Gale Barstow, 
of the plaintiffs. Barstow is ex-President 
of the St. Louis School] Board and a prom- 
inent paint dealer. 

Mrs. Barstow is a daughter of Daniel B 
Gale. Her brother, Arthur H. Gale of the 
a poppe Gale Grocery Co., joins her in the 
sult. 

Daniel B. Gale, at the time of his death, 
was associated with Carlos Greeley in the 
wholesale rocery business. Cyrus B.

According to the allegations of the peti- 
tion, the will directed that Barstow an: 
Burnham should receive the entire estat: 
to hold in trust. After payment of al 
debts of the testator, they were to pay th 
income from the estate to Mrs. Caroline 
E. Gale, the widow. At her death the 

roperty was to be turned over to Ella 

le Barstow and Arthur H. Gale, to be 
divided equally. 

The executors delivered to themselves, as 
trustees, December 10, 1877, $360,989 worth of 
bonds, coupons, notes and stocks, and $50,684 
in cash, minus the 5 per cent to which they 
were entitled for services. They then dis- 
poses of the stocks, notes and bonds, but 
alled to re-invest them safely, the petition 
alleges, in accordance with the terms of the 
will. Instead all the cash and the proceeds 
of the sale were deposited with the Greeley- 
Burnham Grocefy Company. Burnham at 
the time was a director and vice-president 
of the concern. 

The petition alleges that a large part of 
the estate was lost as a result of the failure 
of the company, but that Burnham insisted 
upon keeping the estate in the hands of the 
company. It is further alleged that Burn- 
ham, as trustee, without the knowledge of 
Barstow, loaned himself $15,000 out of the 
Gale estate, without 4 security and 
then failed to pay himself back. 

Mrs. Catherine E. Gale, the widow, died 
March 20, 1896, and it then devolved upon the 
trustees to divide the estate between Ar- 
thur H. Gale and Mrs. Barstow. They 
waited exactly one year for the division to 
be made before filing suit. They allege in 
their petition that although Barstow is will- 
ing to make the settlement, they have been 
unable to obtain it, owing to Burnham's 
refusal, The latter, the petition alleges, 
used 316,000 he borrowed from himself as 
trustee to purchase the house he occupies 
at West Pine boulevard and Vandeventer

There are several varieties of motion p!c- 
ture machines, all based on the principle 
of reproducing instantaneous photographs 
taken in succession so rapid that the divi- 
sions are not perceptible to the human eye, 

It is the old trick that every child has 
practised of making a string of fire by 
whirling a burning stick through the air. 
It is cleverly utilized in a book of gradu- 


ated pictures. By running the thumb along 
the edges of the leaves so as to expose 
them in rapid successign the figures are 
seen in motion. 

When instantaneous photography became 
practical, motion pictures were assured, as 
soon as a device could be procured to shift 
the plates fast enough to secure photo- 
graphs of every perceptible motion however 
swift. This machinery was easy of inven- 
tion in an age that has perfected the print- 
ing press and type-setting machine. Elec- 
tricity would furnish the necessary power. 

The kinetoscope, the biograph, the vita- 
scope and all the other “scopes’’ and 
“graphs” are worked on the same funda- 
mental plan. 

The biograph, now one of the attractions 
at Hopkins’ Grand Opera-house, is manip- 
ulated by Gilbert P. Hamilton. All it re- 
quires is that a man know how and that 
he have a nerve like adamant.

In 
the examination by Chief Deitch the pris- 
oners admitted that Pearl Bryan had come 
here Monday, Jan. 27, and that both of 
them had been with her until Wednesday ef- 
ternoon, after which each charged the other 
with having her in his care, and each de- 
clared that he had seen nothing of her af- 
terwards. Both admitted that on the Sat- 
urday night following the murder they had 
gone to the suspension bridge on the river 
and dropped her bloody clothing in the 
fiver to hide it and to conceal the crime. On 
Friday night at 7 o’clock Jackson was seen 
to leave Dave Wallingford's saloon in the 
tenderloin district with Pearl Bryan in a 
hack and at the same time Walling was 
seen near the saloon. On Thursday after- 
noon before the murder Walling was seen 
with Pearl Bryan at Central Union Station, 
where he detained her until the last train 
that could take her to Greencastle had gone. 

Two weeks after the murder George H. 
Jackson, colored, admitted to the police that 
he had driven two men in a rockaway by a 
circuitous route to Fort Thomas, where the 
murder was committed. George Jackson 
was taken to jall and there picked out Wall- 
ing from a score of voung men as the man 
who sat by him and compelled him to make 
that drive beyond Newport when he had 
tried to get out of the carriage, because 
when employed he was told that he was only 
going to Newport. 

One day later a livery stable keeper in- 
formed the police that he hired a one-seated 
rockaway and a horse to some one unknown 
to him, and that it had been kept out all 
night and returned between 3 and 4 o’clock 
on the morning on which the corpse of 
Pearl Bryan was discovered. 

With this evidence Jackson was tried at 
Newport and found guilty and sentenced to 
be hanged. His trial continued from April 
21 to May 14. He was ably defended by Col. 
L. J. Crawford, while the prosecution was 
assisted by R. W. Nelson of Newport and 
Silas Hayes of Greencastle. On May 28 
Walling’s trial began and on June 18 he 
was found guilty of murder and sentenced 
to die. Since that time Walling and Jack- 
son haye remained in the Covington jail, 
which is more secure than the Newport jail).

Scott Jackson was 28 years old, 5 feet 6 
inches high, of blonde complexion and wiry 
ficure.

He crossed the ocean fourteen times 
when a lad with his father, a sea captain. 
While living with his mother in Jersey City, 
he turned State’s evidence and sent a Mr. 
Lett to the penitentiary for robbing a re- 
way company and thus saved himself from 
the same fate. 

Walling was F feet 9 inches high, had 
dark hair and hazel eyes, with heavy eye- 
brows that almost met. His age was 21 
years. In temperament he was stolid and 
morose. He was evidently deficient in sen- 
sibility and force of character, which made 
him all the more pliant as Jackson's tool 
and assistant. In his own confession and 
evidence, he states that Jackson told him 
that he would bring Pearl Bryan here to 
have an abortion performed on her by Wall- 
ing. and then afterward said he would kill 
her by quick poison, and finally changed his 
mind and said he would poison her, cut her 
into pieces and put the pieces into a catch 
basin of the sewers. From the Ist of Jan- 
uary, 1896, to the day of the traredy all the 
evidence showed that he was Scott Jack- 
son’s willing confederate.

There were others who knew 
about this affair,among them Will Wood and 
Mr. ** a telegraph operator at Green- 
castle. Through Will Wood, some time in 
December, 1895, Jackson had sent Pearl 
Bryan a letter, containing a prescription of 
ergot, of rye and other ingredients intended 
to produce an abortion. The girl never got it 
filled. Jackson visited her in the vacation 
and destroyed the letter and prescription. 

Meantime Jackson and Walling were ar- 
rested in Cincinnati, In their possession were 
found letters chiefly from Will Wood to, 
Jackson in regard to Pearl Bryan. Pearl 
Bryan's pocketbook and her valise, which 
was stained with blood, were found where 
Jackson had secreted them. Walling's pan- 
taloons were taken from his locker at the 
dental college and they were muddy and 
spotted with blood. Jackson’s coat flecked 
all over with blood was fished out of a 
sewer in which it was found by Walling’s 
direction. 

In Jackson's pockets were a half dozen 
handkerchiefs which were afterwards iden- 
tified as the property of Pearl Bryan. In 
the examination by Chief Deitch the pris- 
oners admitted that Pearl Bryan had come 
here Monday, Jan. 27, and that both of 
them had been with her until Wednesday ef- 
ternoon, after which each charged the other 
with having her in his care, and each de- 
clared that he had seen nothing of her af- 
terwards. Both admitted that on the Sat- 
urday night following the murder they had 
gone to the suspension bridge on the river 
and dropped her bloody clothing in the 
fiver to hide it and to conceal] the crime. On 
Friday night at 7 o’clock Jackson was seen 
to leave Dave Wallingford's saloon in the 
tenderloin district with Pearl Bryan in a 
hack and at the same time Walling was 
seen near the saloon. On Thursday after- 
noon before the murder Walling was seen 
with Pearl Bryan at Central Union Station, 
where he detained her until the last train 
that could take her to Greencastle had gone. 

Two weeks after the murder George H. 
Jackson, colored, admitted to the police that 
he had driven two men in a rockaway by a 
circuitous route to Fort Thomas, where the 
murder was committed. George Jackson 
was taken to jall and there picked out Wall- 
ing from a score of yvoung men as the man 
who sat by him and compelled him to make 
that drive beyond Newport when he had 
tried to get out of the carriage, because 
when employed hea was told that he was only 
going to Newport. 

One day later a livery stable keeper in- 
formed the police that he hired a one-seated 
rockaway and a horse to some one unknown 
to him, and that it had been kept out all 
night and returned between 3 and 4 o’clock 
on the morning on which the corpse of 
Pearl Bryan was discovered. 

With this evidence Jackson was tried at 
Newport and found guilty and sentenced to 
be hanged. His trial continued from April 
21 to May 14. He was ably defended by Col. 

J. Crawford, while the prosecution was 
assisted by R. W. Nelson of Newport and 
Silas Hayes of Greencastle. On Mav 28 
Walling’s trial began and on June 18 he 
was found guilty of murder and sentenced 
to die. Since that time Walling and Jack- 
son have remained in the Covington fail, 
which is more secure than the Newport jail, 

very means in the power of the friends 
of these two men were exhausted to save 
them from their fate without success. 

Scott Jackson was 28 years’ old, 5 feet 6 
Inches high, of blonde complexion and wiry 
ficure. His eyes were cold steel gray. They 
glittered, but lacked denth. His head was 
said to resemble that of Holmes, the mur- 
derer. He crossed the ocean fourteen times 
when a lad with his father, a sea captain. 
While living with his mother in Jersey City, 
he turned State’s evidence and sent a Mr. 
Lett to the penitentiary for robbing a rell 
way company and thus saved himself from 
the same fate. 

Walling was 5 feet 9 inches high, had 
dark hair and hazel eyes, with heavy eye- 
brows that almost met. His age was 21 
years. In temperament he was stolid and 
morose. He was evidently deficient in sen- 
sibility and force of character, which made 
him all the more pliant as Jackson's tool 
and assistant. In his own confession and 
evidence, he states that Jackson told him 
that he would bring Pearl Bryan here to 
have an abortion performed on her by Wall- 
ing, and then afterward said he would kill 
her by quick poison, and finally changed his 
mind and said he would poison her, cut her 
into pieces and put the pieces into a catch 
basin of the sewers. From the Ist of Jan- 
vary, 1896, to the day of the traredy all the 
evidence showed that he was Scott Jack- 
son's willing confederate.

Here Is a Brand New: Source of Alleged Danger Con- 
cerning Which St. Louis Doctors Disagree.

The beard ‘is again the subject of de- 


Feusslon and agitation, and along new lines. 


The question is not now as to whether 
waiters at swell hotels shall serve with 
or without.“ That is settled. Fastidious 
guests have declared in favor of hairless 
soups, and the waiters’ whiskers have been 
sacrificed. 

The burning question now is, “Shall phy- 
siclans and surgeons doff their lilacs?” 
The advocates of clean shavery exclaim

ries. They have discovered that the beard 
is one of the camping grounds of the deadly 
microbe. They have discovered him in 
every other possible and impossible place, 
until he has been driven to the beard for u 
habitat, where he lies in wait ready to 
pounce on the unsuspecting victim when 
the doctor is not looking. 

It is impossible to predict what vagaries 
the wind will be guilty of if the medical 
world sees fit to declare against its fra- 
ternity wearing whiskers. The festive cy- 
clones have never been content with pick- 
ing out doleful tunes on -the thousand 
strings of the Populistic beard and with 
the amputation and extinction of the time- 
honored beards of the doctors those of the 
Populists will be plucked out by the roots 
with overwork. 

The advisability of having beardless sur- 


geons and physicians has been an agitated 
qtestion for some months past. It is c.aimed 
that these advance agents of the funeral 
processions carry more death and destruc- 
tion in their whiskers than they do in their 
prescriptions. They are a store-house of mi- 
crobes and a constant menace to patients 
whose throats and lungs are being exam- 
ined or who may be un ing a surgical 
operation, In winter the whiskers are ver- 
itable forests, bristling with frost and ici-

That time has passed now and the physi- 
cian or surgeon is judged not by his whis- 
kers but by his record and skill. The doc- 
tor with tobacco juice trickling down his 
lilacs would no more be endured in the 
country now than he would be in town. 
Our St. Louis physicians have various 
opinions on the subject. A number of them 
wear only a mustache, while others cling 
tenaciously to the lilac habit. It is a curtous 
fact that their opinions are sorter“ parallel 
with their hirsuteness. The doctor with 
flowing Hlacs pooh poohs the idea that his 
facia] adornment may harbor death and de- 
struction to his patients. The clean-shaved 
or mustachioed surgeon, on the contrary, 
is of the opinion that whiskers are all 
wrong. 

Dr. Heine Marks, for instance, is strictly 
anti-beard as far as surgeons are con- 
oerned. He wears no hair on his face and 
mighty little on his head, for that matter. 
e is as nearly antiseptic as they make 
them. He says that the surgeon is kkely to 
perspire when he is performing an opera- 
tion, and admitting that beards are a nest- 
ing place for deadly microbes, he points out 
the danger of a waterfall of perspiration 
flowing over the lilacs, thence onto the 
body of the patient, carrying microbes, and 
spores and germs, and death and blue ruin 
2 to the victim on the operating 
table. 

Dr. Marks says further that the careful 
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surgeon should take a bath the event be- 
fore he is going to perform an operation— 
to drown out the microbes presumably. 
Just before cutting the patient into cross 
sections he should wash his face and hands, 
and his hair, too, with an antiseptic solu- 
tion in addition to soap. Most up-to-date 
surgeons go clean shaven.

William Wesner, the Most Expert Driver in the World, Performs an Astonishing Feat in the Presence of the Emperor of Germany and Austria—The Leading Horse Is Thirty-Five Feet From 


ELEPHANTS AS 
ARTILLERYMEN. 


AN IMPORTANT ADJUNCT ro THE 
BRITISH ARMY IN INDIA— 
THEIR PERFECT TRAINING. 


There is no stranger sight in all the world 
than the elephant battery in the army of 
India, and like Napoleon the elephant in 
artillery knows no defeat. f 

Previous to the utilization of the Hercule- 
an strength of these animals, bullocks had 


been used to haul the heavy batteries and 
guns of the siege train. These instruments 
are tremendous in size and very heavy. 
Anyone who has seen these animals driven 
along a country road can form some esti- 
mate of their slowness and the. trouble re- 
quired to make them draw such loads as 
are used in army operations. 

The officers of the Indian army have been 
at work for years training elephants for 
this service. They were at first used for 
hauling timber or any other heavy building 
material. Now they haul the big guns as 
easily as if they were toys, keeping step 
with the infantry. 

The elephant is a slow-going beast, and it 
has required time and patience to educate 
him for his new duties, But his training 
once completed he is as skillful at his work 
and knows as well what to do as the best- 
drilled artilleryman, and will bring his gun 
to the regimental front With as much precti- 
sion as army regulations require. 

The elephant is by nature a holy terror 
when excited, but the trained animal is very 
docile. As his education advances he be- 
comes aware of his own importance and he 
apparently takes a pride in controlling his 
temper and in trying to do the best he can. 

His monstrous size and ponderous weight 
make him useful in demolishing barricades, 
and deep indeed must be the mire he cannot 
wade through and pull his load successfully. 
He is remarkably obedient and docile, and 
can draw, with ease, a load which a long 
line of bullocks would have trouble in mov- 
ing at all. 

The elephant battery is always accompa- 
nied by ammunition wagons and baggage 
which bullocks are still used for hauling. 

When an elephant is overworked he is 
apt to become stubborn. For this reason 
they are treated with consideration, and 
while one can draw a single piece of artil- 
lery, in order not to strain them they are 
driven in pairs. These heavy batteries con- 
sist of four 40-pounders and two six and 
three-inch howitzers. 

The Brititsh artillerymen do not manage 
the elephant. They employ a staff of 
twelve mahouts, with twelve assistants 
who are under command of an officer called 
Jemadar, or captain. All of these are na- 
tive Hindoos. Besides the elephant com- 
pany, there are with each battery a Jema- 
dur, six sirdars and 132 drivers, who have 
charge of the bullocks. Each native em- 
ployed in this small army is prepared to 
fight if necessary.

DRIVES TEN HORSES 
TANDEM STYLE. 


THE MOST REMARKABLE FEAT OF 
HORSEMANSHIP EVER AT- 
TEMPTED IN THE WORLD. 


The bespangled riders who gulde a score | 
or more of horses at terrific speed about the 
sawdust circus rings have been considered 
for generations the most skillful. and pic- 
turesque horsemen in the world. An en- 
tirely new and far more difficult problem has 
recently been devised and satisfactorily 
solved in Germany. The familiar circus 
trick is, as a matter of fact, showy and 
misleading. The new driving feat includes 
all the difficulties of the circus trick besides 
introducing several entirely new features. 


The feat is rendered especially difficult by 
combining the difficulties of driving four 
horses abreast with that of managing a very 
elongated tandem. The team is made up of 
ten horses. The tandem is complicated by 
hitching four horses abreast to begin with, 
with a team of three horses in front of 
these, two immediately before these and a 
single horse at the apex of this curious 
pyramid. 

his remarkable team was devised by Will- 
lam Wesner of Vienna, and by him driven 
repeatedly. He has performed several feats 
in fancy driving with his team before the 
Emperor of Germany and the Emperor ot 
Austria, and has received medals from both 
monarchs. The performance is easily the 
an dificult feat of horsemanship in the 
world. 

The difficulties of controlling ten horses 
hitched up in this way wr” readily be un- 
derstood. The principal difficulty is that 
of controlling animals driven at such a dis- 
tanee from the man holding the reins. Ine 
distance of the leader in this case is fully 
thirty-five feet from the driver's box. 
The difficulty in all tandem driving, that 
is, the problem of keeping the horses in a 
straight line, is besides greatly increased. 

There is always a possibility that some 
one of the horses iu this extraordinary tan- 
dem will draw in a direction opposite to 
the proper one, and this method of har- 
nessing makes it possible for the horses 
to tie themselves into a very close imi- 
tation of a bow knot. 

There is, too, always a tendency for one 
horse to move faster than its companions 
and to step upon the heels of the horse in 
front. The result of a single horse in this 
team balking is also likely to complicate 
matters beyond hope of discntanglemcnt 
without unharnessing. The strange team 
is controlled with eight reins. Two reins 
are carried to each set of horses harnessed 
abreast. Mr. Wesner not only controls 
this complicated team in straightaway 
driving, but has succeeded in driving them 
in the form of the figure eight. This feat, 
the driver asserts, he can perform after 
eight weeks’ training with any set of 


horses, however wild.

But the 
loss of an eye does not close the tear ducts, 
and the moisture flows over the artificial 
eye, just as it does the natural one. And 
the tear water, being acid, affects the 
enamel of the artificial eye. It roughens 
the surface and causes irritation of the 
eyelid, thus necessitating a new eye at 
irregular intervals, 

The artificial eye dates back to a period as 
far back as we have historical knowledge 


of. Before they were made of glass they 
were made of gold, silver copper 
and ivory. The ancient Egyptians 
wore them made of the precious 


metals, and we are told of two Sutetians 
who in a time of distress and famine gave 
their gold eyes to the public treasury. In 
the middle ages eyes were made of porce- 
lain, which in turn gave way to glass about 
a century ago. 

Artificial — cost all the way from $5 to 
$0 each. The $5 eye is the common stock 
eye made by the gross. Customers take 
their pick, and get as near to a fit and match 
as to size and color as they can. The more 
costly ones are made to order, singly, to 
match exactly the good eye. T made 
to order run in price from $10 to $30, but 
where special care is required as much as 
$0 is sometimes obtained, 

The illustration shows the evolution of 
an artificial eye from the first process to 
the rounded bulb. before the finishing 
touches are put on. ; 

A long, slender stick of enamel, made of 
perfectly transparent and fusible flint glass 
of the finest quality is taken. When heated 
to a white heat, the stick is manipulated by 


an expert glass-hdower into an oblong globe, 
exactiy the size and shape of the hu 

eye. — the hands of the blower it 
passes into the hands of the colorer, A 
piece of colored enamel is p on the end 
of the globe and this is gently heated, while 
the globe is kept in constant rotation. When 
the r is thus fully gamated, a 
spot of darker enamel is added to represent 

e pupil.
